ARCH McKINNON BY 
NEW BROCKTON LODGE 


At a special communica- 
tion of New Brockton Lodge 
No. 694, the Lodge met to 
pay its last respects to Bro- 
ther Arch Meckinnon, who 
departed this life October 
25, 1945, at 9:15 A. M. 

Arch Melkinnon was born 
in Elba, April 2, 1875. His 
parents were Daniel and 
NHuphemia Mekinnon.

He was superintendent of 
the New Brockton Baptist 
Sunday School for a year or 
two about 1923. He was a 
member of the Knights of 
Pythias, Woodmen of the 
World, and the Ku Klux. In 
1930 he became store mana- 
ger of the McKinnon Music 
House at Pensacola, Fla. 

He was an active member 
of the Baptist Brotherhood 
at New Brockton. In the fall 
of 1940 his right leg was re- 
moved at Moody’s hospital, 
Dothan, because of diabetes 
and he was never able to 
walk again. He always had 
a cheerful outlook on life in 
spite of his handicaps.—
